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Warning 
over the 
doorstep 
tricksters 

RESIDENTS are being 
advised to be on their guard 
after a spate of complaints 
from people being targeted 
by doorstep tricksters. 

Sandwell’s trading stan¬ 
dards chief is warning 
people to be wary as they 
could be at risk of losing 
thousands of pounds if they 
fall victim to conmen. 

Workmen offering to 
replace roof tiles and then 
charging for extra work are 
among the complaints 
received by the council. 

Borough trading stan¬ 
dards manager Bob Charn- 
ley said: “The common types 
of scams we often see include 
offering to replace a tile or 
slate on the roof but then 
saying that water is getting 
into the roof and needs 
replacing urgently. 

“Giving a cheap price to 
clear the garden but then 
charging much more for 
‘extra’ work carried out. 

“Stating that they are 
working in the area and 
have a load of Tarmac left 
over which will go off if it 
isn’t used, and stating that 
they will replace rotten 
wooden soffits, fascia boards 
and guttering but using 
cheap plastic.”

Work to begin 
at rail station 

WORK on a £3 million car 
park extension at the busy 
Rowley Regis railway 
station, including an extra 
360 spaces, will start this 
year - earlier than expected. 

Sandwell Council’s plan¬ 
ners approved the scheme in 
the summer, from transport 
authority Centro, to 
increase the Station Road 
car park to 708 spaces. 
Councillor Roger Horton, 
who oversees rail for Centro, 
told Sandwell’s council 
meeting on Tuesday that 
work would begin before the 
end of this year, and was 
expected to take around 12 
months. The extra car 
parking will be on land 
adjoining the current site. 


ARTS FUNDING 
OVER AT PUBLIC 


THE Arts Council’s funding for The 
Public will cease after this week’s 
decision to transform the arts centre 
into a sixth form college. 

The body had a deal in place to pump £600,000 into an 
arts and digital project at the West Bromwich venue until 
2015. Of that money, £300,000 had already been given to the 
The Public but the remaining half will not be paid to the 
New Street gallery. 

It comes after Sandwell Council’s ruling Labour group 
decided unanimously to proceed with a proposal to turn the 


venue into a college for 500 
A-level students. The 
college, offering a wide array 
of courses, would also 
include arts space and a 
business support facility. 

Commitment 

Peter Knott, Area Direc¬ 
tor, Arts Council England, 
said: “Like everyone 

involved we were disap¬ 
pointed that the finances 
were no longer available to 
support The Public in its 
current form, particularly as 
it had begun to enjoy such 
success. 

“However, we are pleased 
that Sandwell Metropolitan 
Borough Council and 
Sandwell College plan to 
have an arts-based pro¬ 
gramme aimed at the 
general public. The council 
has demonstrated their on¬ 
going commitment to art 
and culture in the borough 
by pledging £200,000 per 
year, for five years. We hope 
this will deliver a high- 
quality arts programme into 
the future and we are 
working with partners at the 
council and in the arts sector 
to achieve this. 

“Sandwell Arts Trust has 
stated that they won’t be 
drawing down any addi¬ 
tional payments from their 
grant. We are currently 
exploring opportunities for 
people in the Black Country 
to continue to experience 
high quality arts and 
culture.”

It would mean temporar¬ 
ily closing The Public’s 
doors in November to allow 
conversion work on all floors 
of the building in time for a 
sixth-form centre to open in 
September 2014. 

Businesses and groups 
currently based at the build¬ 
ing, which need to relocate, 
are being given help by the 
council to find new homes 

Under their partnership, 
the council and college are 
also planning an arts cafe on 
the ground floor; photogra¬ 
phy, fashion shows and exhi¬ 
bitions; space for 
community arts activities; 
and Sandwell’s yearly arts 
festival. 

Councillor Cooper, said: 
“This plan is a winner for 
young people and local 
council taxpayers. The 
harsh reality is that massive 
Government cuts to the 
council’s budget mean we 
simply can’t afford to carry 
on subsidising it (The 
Public) to the tune of 
£30,000 a week - or nearly 
£1.6 million a year - as we 
are at the moment. 

“We need to secure a 
viable, long-term future for 
the building- and a deal with 
the college gives a chance of 
that.”

Ruins of 
Priory are 
emerging 
in valley 

CONSERVATION work to 
preserve 12th Century 
Priory ruins, uncovered at 
Sandwell Valley in the 
1980s, is progressing well. 

Sandwell Council, English 
Heritage and Natural 
England have teamed up to 
protect the ruin, just yards 
from a well called The Sand 
Well, which gives the 
borough its name. 

The Priory ruins were 
exposed in the 1980s when 
an archaeological dig 
revealed the walls of the 
church and other buildings. 

Staff at Sandwell Valley 
have worked in recent years 
to keep the site free from 
trees and now work is taking 
place to help preserve the 
exposed remains of the 
Priory. 

The work includes repair¬ 
ing damaged stones, replac¬ 
ing mortar to stop rain 
causing damage, removing 
saplings which have estab¬ 
lished themselves in the 
stones, and putting protec¬ 
tive gravel margins around 
exposed walls of the cloister. 

Sandwell’s environment 
boss Councillor Maria 
Crompton said: “Work has 
been progressing really well 
over the last few weeks. The 
remains of the priory have 
been revealed to a greater 
extent than was first 
thought. It’s now possible to 
see some interesting detail.” 

Six bailed after

Sandwell has racked up the highest bill in the region for 
recruiting temporary school workers. Staff hired from spe¬ 
cialist employment agencies are used by schools to cover 
sickness and maternity leave as well as to assist teachers. 


Sandwell Council’s 
cabinet member for chil¬ 
dren’s services, Councillor 
Simon Hackett said: 
“Schools control their own 
budget and decide on the 
additional staff they need. 

“They only use agency 
and supply staff as a last 
resort to ensure pupils’ edu¬ 
cation is not disrupted, and 
the amount of money they 
spend on this will vary each 
year.”

He added that Sandwell 
had the highest number of 
schools rated good in Ofsted 
reports in the Midlands and 
that use of temporary staff 
ensured that standards 
remained high. 

“Our schools don’t just 
use agency and supply staff 
to cover staff absences, they 
may also bring in additional 
teaching specialists and 
coaches,” he said. 

Two of the borough’s 91 
primary schools - Uplands 
Primary in Addenbrooke 
Road, Smethwick, and 
Sacred Heart Primary 
School in Victoria Road, 
Tipton - spent more than 
£150,000 each between April 
2012 and 2013. 

Three of the borough’s 
seven secondary schools - 
Alexandra School of Enter¬ 
prise in Tipton, Holly Lodge 
High School in Smethwick 
and Phoenix Collegiate 
Academy in West Bromwich 
- spent around a quarter of a 
million each. 

Sandwell Council, which 
must make savings of 
around £100m over the next 
five years, also spent around 
£600,000 on supplying its 
own temporary staff.

Meanwhile, more than 
200 schools closed across the 
region on Tuesday, including 
at least 16 in Sandwell, as 
teachers took part in large- 
scale strike action affecting 
thousands of families. 

The strikes had been 
called by two of England’s 
biggest teaching unions in a 
row over pay, pensions and 
working conditions. 

Teachers manned picket 
lines as union members 
rallied against Government 
plans to bring in perform¬ 
ance-related pay. In 
Sandwell 16 schools were 
confirmed closed with two 
partially closed but 
Sandwell NUT said almost 
all of the borough’s 113 
schools were affected. 

The National Union of 
Teachers (NUT) and the 
NASUWT - between them 
representing nine out of 10 
teachers - launched action 
claiming the Government is 
attacking their pensions and 
wants them to work for 
longer whilst pay has been 
frozen. 

Oldbury Academy was 
closed with some seven 
teachers on the picket lines. 
Maths teacher Anna Martin, 
an NUT representative, 
said: “A lot of the parents are 
supportive of our action and 
they knew we wouldn’t take 
this action if it wasn’t neces¬ 
sary.” Fellow maths teacher 
John Worton added: “We’ve 
joined other schools across 
Sandwell to have our say.” 

But parents were left 
having to make childcare 
arrangements and some said 
they worked longer hours for 
less money than teachers.

Boy died 
after an 
asthma 
attack 

A TODDLER died suddenly 
after suffering an asthma 
attack, an inquest heard 

Twenty-two-month-old 
Sebastian Boyne was found 
by his mother when she 
awoke from having a bad 
dream at just after 6am on 
April 5 this year, an inquest 
heard. 

He had stopped breathing 
at his home in Richards 
Street, Wednesbury, and was 
rushed to Walsall Manor 
Hospital. 

Sebastian had previously 
used an inhaler on several 
occasions and seemed to be 
responding well to it, the 
inquest heard. 

But mother Nicola told 
the coroner that they had 
been told by the hospital 
that they could not diagnose 
asthma at such an early age. 

She said: “He was very 
strong, playful, very loving 
and very clever. 

“He was a very, very ener¬ 
getic lad, but it was just the 
weather -1 used to stop him 
going out in the snow to stop 
him getting a cold.” 

Nightmare 

Recalling the moment 
that she found her son had 
stopped breathing, she 
added: “I was having a 
nightmare, that’s what 
woke me up. 

“He was facing me, I 
couldn’t hear him breath¬ 
ing. I wish I hadn’t gone to 
sleep.” 

His father Kristian said 
there had ‘never been any 
problem with Sebastian’. 

He added: “He would run 
around and drop, and he 
would just get back up and 
do it again.” 

Pathologist Dr Tamas 
Marton, who conducted the 
post mortem on the child, 
told the inquest that the 
main cause of his death had 
been acute asthma with a 
possible abnormal or irregu¬ 
lar heartbeat. 

Bronchial pneumonia was 
also observed. 

Dr Marton said: “The 
most significant finding was 
within the lungs, which 
were over-inflated with a 
deep inhalation. 

“In my view Sebastian 
had a lung infection, super¬ 
imposed to his asthma. It’s 
known that terminal 
episodes can be very rapid.” 

Concluding that Sebast¬ 
ian died of natural causes, 
Black Country coroner 
Robin Balmain said: “It’s 
very sad when someone very 
young dies of such an 
illness.” 
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Pervert's 
sentence 
appeal is 
dismissed 

A SERIAL sex offender who 
posed as a teenager to com¬ 
municate with schoolgirls 
has been told he cannot com¬ 
plain about his jail term, as 
senior judges rejected his 
sentence appeal. 

Andrew Brocklebank used 
a fake identity and claimed 
he was 16 to exchange mes¬ 
sages with three teenagers 
and persuaded one of them 
to send him a photograph of 
herself in her underwear. 

The 27-year-old, of 
Church Street, Darlaston, 
was jailed for two years at 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court in May, after admit¬ 
ting three counts of causing 
or inciting a child to engage 
in sexual activity. 

He challenged his sen¬ 
tence at London’s Criminal 
Appeal Court, his lawyers 
arguing it was ‘too long’ as 
he didn’t meet his victims. 

His appeal was dismissed 
by three of the country’s top 
judges, who said ‘stern’ pun¬ 
ishment was needed. 

The court heard Brockle¬ 
bank set up a fake profile 
and called himself Andrew 
Bate and used a photograph 
of a teenaged boy to commu¬ 
nicate with the girls via 
Blackberry’s BBM messag¬ 
ing service. 

Abusive 

He exchanged up to 100 
messages a day with the 
three girls, all under 16 and 
from Suffolk, between 
August last year and Febru¬ 
ary this year. Some messages 
discussed face-to-face 
contact but he said he didn’t 
intend to meet any of the 
girls. 

The court heard his mes¬ 
sages became abusive 
towards one of the girls 
when she would not respond 
to him. Another girl 
described him as ‘control¬ 
ling’. His offending came to 
light when a phone conver¬ 
sation between him and one 
of the victims was overheard 
by her parents. Police traced 
the messages to his phone. 

Brocklebank had just 
been released from a sen¬ 
tence, for sexually assault¬ 
ing a girl and breaching a 
sexual offences prevention 
order in 2011, when he 
began contacting the girls. 
He had a conviction for child 
abduction, involving a boy, 
for which he had received a 
30-month sentence. 

His lawyers argued sen¬ 
tencing guideliness were 
designed for direct contact, 
rather than messaging or 
online contact. But Mr 
Justice Spencer said the 
offences were serious, despite 
the lack of actual contact, and 
deserved a stiff sentence.

A TRAINEE solicitor has been found guilty 
of being part of a car clocking ring which 
generated thousands of pounds. 

Karmjit Sohal, 24, allowed thousands of 
pounds in cash to pass through her bank 
account to trade vehicles in the racket which 
also involved her brother Inderjit Singh 
Sohal and a cousin called Jatinder Sandher. 

The operation was based at Enzo Motors, 
in Great Bridge Street, West Bromwich, and 
Netherton Motors, Halesowen Road, 
Netherton. 

Vehicles were bought and sold days later 
with thousands of pounds added to the price 


and up to 144,000-miles removed from the 
odometer reading, between December 2009 
and February 2011, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard. 

Sohal had claimed she was ‘too busy 
studying law’ to be involved but jurors 
unanimously found her guilty after spend¬ 
ing just under 90 minutes deliberating at 
the end of a four-day trial. The jury of nine 
women and three men returned guilt ver¬ 
dicts on two charges of conspiracy to 
defraud. 

Judge Mark Eades asked the jury to 
deliver a verdict of not guilty on a third 


charge of converting criminal property after 
prosecutors offered no evidence. 

Inderjit Singh Sohal and Jatinder 
Sandher along with two others, Sundeep 
and Pardeep Shinh, had already admitted 
their involvement in the racket. 

The court heard police officers seized 
£10,000 in cash in a raid on Karmjit Sohal’s 
family home in Willenhall. 

During interview with trading standards 
officials she claimed she withdrew the cash 
over fears it could be stolen from her 
account if she lost her debit card. The Keele 
University graduate had also denied knowl¬ 


edge of some transactions on her debit card, 
including a sum of £2,071 paid at an auction 
in Wednesbury for a W-reg Mercedes C220. 

She claimed she left her debit card ‘lying 
around’ her home as she was a ‘trusting 
person’. 

Forged MoTs and bogus service books 
were produced to match the false mileage, 
revealed prosecutor Mr Mark Jackson 

The judge ordered a pre-sentence report 
to be compiled on Karmjit Sohal, of Sherlock 
Close, Willenhall. She will reappear at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court with her four 
co-conspirators for sentence on October 28. 


Borough diabetes rate is 
fifth worst in the country 


SANDWELL has the fifth worst diabetes rate 
in the country, a report has revealed. 

Three areas of the Black Country are among the places in 
England with the highest diabetes rates. Wolverhampton 
has the third highest rate in the country and Walsall the 
seventh. It comes as experts warn more people are expected 
to develop the condition in all three areas over the next few 


years. 

By 2020 the number of 
people in Sandwell with dia¬ 
betes is predicted to rise 
from 9.4 per cent of the pop¬ 
ulation to 10.4. 

Diabetes UK is now 
urging people to make sure 
they know the risks of type 
two diabetes. They are 
urging people to have a risk 
assessment about their risk 
of developing diabetes. 

The charity is also con¬ 
cerned many people do not 
know the full dangers of the 
disease, which can lead to 
blindness, amputation, 
stroke and heart attacks. 


£15K stolen 
car stripped 

A MAN has been ordered to 
carry out unpaid work for 
allowing a stolen car to be 
stripped down to its compo¬ 
nent parts at his home. 

The new £15,000 Hyundai 
had been stolen from Brier- 
ley Hill. Prosecutor Mr 
Hugh O’Brien Quinn told 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court “The remains of the 
vehicle were found under a 
covering in the back garden 
of the property in Tipton.” 

Craig Smith admitted 
allowing the work to take 
place after a man called 
‘George’ brought the car 
round. Smith, 26, from Ivy 
Road, admitted handling 
stolen property. He was 
ordered to do 200 hours’ 
unpaid work and to pay 
£2,400 compensation.

“Given that the increase 
in diabetes cases that is pro¬ 
jected to happen over the 
next few years is mainly due 
to the sharp rise in type two 
diabetes, we need to get 
much better at preventing 
cases of it. 

“A vital first step towards 
this is to ensure both that 
people realise how serious it 
is and also that they under¬ 
stand their own personal 
risk, so that if they are at 
high risk they can make the 
lifestyle changes that can 
help prevent it. 

“This is why we need to 
raise awareness that if 
people are overweight, have 
a large waist or, have a 
family history of diabetes, 
they need to get a risk 
assessment, as should 
people who are South Asian 
and aged over 25.” 

He urged people in the 
three Black Country bor¬ 
oughs affected to ‘grasp the 
nettle’ and take a risk 
assessment. 


Blind Dave and co finish 700-mile journey

Heeley has made a triumphant return 
home after a gruelling 700-mile 
journey across seven countries. 

Dave was one of a group of 25 riders 
who received a raucous welcome as 
they made it across the finish line at 
Birmingham’s Centenary Square on 
Sunday on the last leg from Coventry. 

They were led for the last several 
hundred yards by a police escort and a 
marching band as they completed their 
fundraising 7-In-Seven challenge, 
which saw them cycle 700 miles 


through seven European countries in 
seven days. The mammoth task was in 
aid of charities Help Harry Help 
Others and Leukaemia for Kids, both 
helping youngsters with cancer. 

Dave, from Oak Road in West 
Bromwich, said: “I know I’m blind and 
it’s not a nice thing to have, however 
there are kids out there that make me 
realise I can live with this.

Sixth form plan for The 
Public hailed a winner 


TRANSFORMING The Public into 
a sixth form will provide a ‘major 
boost’ for young people, college 
bosses say. 

Sandwell Council and Sandwell College 
are set to sign a deal to transform the West 
Bromwich centre. The deal will also include 
arts space and a business support facility. 

And on Tuesday council and college chiefs 
said the prospective agreement was a 
winner for young people and council taxpay¬ 
ers. 

The deal, which will see the college and 
council enter into a 25-year partnership, is 
set to be put to Sandwell Council’s cabinet 
of senior councillors on October 16. 

Unanimously 

Members of the authority’s ruling Labour 
group voted unanimously to proceed with 
the plans. 

It would mean temporarily closing The 
Public’s doors in November to allow conver¬ 
sion work in time for a sixth-form centre to 
open there in September 2014. 

The council and college are also planning 
to use some of the building for a variety of 
arts-based activities which would be open to 
the public. 

These would include an arts cafe on the 
ground floor, photography, fashion shows 
and exhibitions, space for some local com¬ 
munity arts activities and Sandwell’s 
annual arts festival. 

Scott Upton, vice-principal of Sandwell 
College, said: “This development will 
provide a major boost to the educational 
opportunities of young people in Sandwell. 

“There is an enormous demand for the 
current Central Sixth, with six people apply¬ 
ing for each place. 

“Local traders have already praised the 
college for increasing takings on the High 
Street and the new campus can only add to 
this.” 

Councillor Darren Cooper, leader of 
Sandwell Council, added: “We need to 
secure a viable, long-term future for the 
building - and a deal with the college gives a 
chance of that.

“Negotiations with the college are going 
very well and we are now drilling down to 
finalise the details of the proposal. 

“This plan will save council taxpayers in 
Sandwell an estimated £37 million over 25 
years, while helping give thousands of our 
young people a better education and, there¬ 
fore, better chances in life. 

“They’re big benefits which, for me, have 
to outweigh the undoubted pleasure that 
many people get from The Public and what 
it’s doing at the moment. 

“Life’s tough at the moment and that 
means tough decisions when we’re continu¬ 
ally fighting to protect basic services for 


local people.” He added: “At the same time, 
the partnership with the college will ensure 
arts activities can continue at the building 
and help put a new focus on support for busi¬ 
nesses.” 

Criticised 

Companies based at The Public have crit¬ 
icised the council’s decision to close the 
landmark building as ‘extremely short 
sighted’ as they begin the difficult task of 
finding new premises. 

Andy Sinclair, marketing director for both 
the People’s Orchestra and The Change 
Consortium, was devastated at the news 


that the iconic arts centre would be closing 
its doors to the general public. 

“Since moving here we have been helping 
and training people to get back into work, ” said 
Mr Sinclair, who has been based in the building 
for two years. “I think this decision by the 
council and its leader is extremely short¬ 
sighted. It almost seemed like a done deal 
before they even attempted to look at ways to 
reduce the cost of The Public, they should have 
created a revised business plan before. 

“Unfortunately a lot of money has been 
wasted on the building. It seems to me that 
they are throwing out the baby with the 
bath water.”

Pair jailed for sham marriage conspiracy

TWO men from Cameroon who conspired to arrange a sham 
marriage have both been jailed for 12 months. 

Asaba Fualefac, aged 23, and Carl Cheo, 34, were arrested 
by officers from the Home Office’s Criminal and Financial 
Investigations team at Birmingham New Street Station on 
March 19 as they prepared to board a train to Shrewsbury 
for the wedding. 

Fualefac, who was in the UK on a student visa, had hoped 
that his marriage to Sibanda, a British woman, would allow 
him to gain long-term residency and the right to work and 
claim benefits in this country. 

But the conspiracy was foiled when Sibanda, having 
already taken a £1,000 advance payment from Cheo, 
decided not to go through with the plan and contacted 
Shrewsbury Register Office on March 18 to inform them 


that the wedding scheduled for the following day was a 
sham. 

When Fualefac, of Eagle Way, Abbey Dale, Gloucester, 
and Cheo, of Richmond Road, Smethwick, were arrested 
officers found the groom had a variety of wedding rings and 
a crib sheet about the wedding. 

Immigration 

The pair were sentenced at Birmingham Crown Court 
last week after admitting charges of conspiracy to facilitate 
a breach of the UK’s immigration rules at an earlier 
hearing. Their co-conspirator, Nokuthaba Sibanda, 20, had 
been given a 12-month conditional discharge at an earlier 
hearing having admitted a charge of fraud by false represen¬ 
tation. 


Carol Mills, from the Home Office’s Criminal and Finan¬ 
cial Investigations Team, said: “This was a conspiracy 
fuelled by personal interest. Fuelefac hoped it would extend 
his stay in the UK, while for Cheo and Sibanda the motiva¬ 
tion was money. 

“The Home Office is taking strong action to crack down 
on sham marriages nationwide. Our message could not be 
clearer - we will not tolerate immigration abuse.” 

The Home Office said a marriage certificate alone does 
not give foreign nationals the right to live and work in the 
UK. Their relationship has to be genuine. If not, they face 
prosecution or deportation. 

Nationally, the Home Office has specialist crime teams 
with immigration officers, police and customs officers 
working together to tackle serious and organised crime.

Baby boom 
spurs school 
extensions 

PLANNING chiefs have approved expansion 
for three primary schools in Sandwell. 

The three primary schools earmarked to 
grow are All Saints Church of England on 
Wilford Road, Hargate Primary on Hargate 
Lane, both in West Bromwich, and Burnt 
Tree Primary, Hill Road, Tividale. 

The work will create room for an additional 
90 students with extra places ready for the 
start of the school year in September 2014. 

Work at All Saints Church of England 
School will include a studio space that will be 
used alongside the main hall giving the school 
more flexibility. 

Simon Hackett, cabinet member for chil¬ 
dren services, said: “We have delivered hun¬ 
dreds of new primary places across the 
borough by expanding our schools and I am 
pleased these latest plans have been 
approved by the planning committee as part 
of this multi-million pound drive 

Andrew Orgill, headteacher at Hargate 
Primary, said: “I’m really pleased that the 
plans are going ahead. The reception classes 
have been growing steadily.” 

Schools across the region have to expand to 
cope with a baby boom and council bosses 
anticipate a need for 1,000 extra pupil places 
every year. 

The authority has started a programme of 
school expansions, with projects announced 
for Shireland Hall Primary in Smethwick, 
Brandhall Primary in Oldbury and Rowley 
Hall Primary in Rowley Regis. A £3 million 
expansion of Crocketts Community Primary 
School in Smethwick has also been approved. 


transferred to the HS2 line, it claims. 

The Taxpayer’s Alliance is calling for a 
rethink and wants the controvesial HS2 
project to be scrapped because of the spi¬ 
ralling costs and the detrimental impact it 
believes there will be on travel in the West 
Midlands. 

It says that Centro, the West Midlands 
passenger transport authority, is arguing 
for numerous additional services to max¬ 
imise the benefits of HS2. 

In its report the alliance says: “These 
services would require significant subsidy, 
particularly given that Birmingham to 
London passengers are assumed to transfer 
to HS2.” 

Scaremongering 

From Wolverhampton and Sandwell and 
Dudley stations it warns there will be 
‘longer journey times as a result of more 
stops’. 

Chief executive of the Taxpayers’ 
Alliance Matthew Sinclair said: “The Gov¬ 
ernment’s own plans show how many 
towns and cities would be left with a worse 
service.” 

A Department of Transport spokesman 
dismissed the report as ‘blatant scaremon¬ 
gering’. 

Aa survey by the Birmingham Chamber 
of Commerce Group says 71 per cent of its 
members believed high speed rail would 
have a postive impact on the West Midlands 
economy. 

Official documents show HS2 will 
provide 26 more services a day between 
Wolverhampton and London Euston, but 
slower than the existing Virgin Pendolino 
service. 

There would also be considerably fewer 
services a day between Birmingham and 
Liverpool on the existing InterCity West 
Coast line. 

Meanwhile. HS2 Ltd is taking on 
Network Rail’s current chief executive Sir 
David Higgins as its new boss. He will get 
£950 a day from January 2014, working one 
day a week. 

Sir David greeted the announcement of 
his new role with a plea for politicians from 
all parties to support HS2.

There was a little 
teasing because of her looks, other stu¬ 
dents called her Morticia and sang the 
theme tune to The Addams Family as she 
walked down the corridors, but she over¬ 
came it by becoming the class clown. 

“You can’t control how people perceive 
you, but you can react and exploit that per¬ 
ception and that’s what I did,” she 
explained. “I loved performing and I still 
do, whether on stage, in front of a camera 


or when I’m hosting a dinner party. To 
me that’s freedom.” 

Despite living on the other side of the 
Atlantic and constantly travelling 
around the globe, Erin still returns to 
her hometown as often as possible. 

Not only does she visit her family and 
friends, but she also supports local 
causes. Back in 2009, she was the guest 
of honour at the launch of Walsall 
Hospice’s Starlight Walk in the Arbore¬ 
tum and the year before she helped out 
at Ogley Hay Nursery’s summer fete. It 
was where she did her work experience 
as a teenager. 

She has two sisters Claire, aged 33, 


who works in office administration, 
and Kelly, 38, a teacher, who is married 
with two sons. 

‘My parents don’t treat any of us dif¬ 
ferently; they’re just delighted each of 
us is doing what we want in life,’ she 
said. ‘My mum and dad are very smart 
but very humble, unassuming people, 
who have a tremendous work ethic. 
Dad worked in a factory and my mum 
was a cleaner and they instilled in all of 
us the ability to create and seize oppor¬ 
tunity when it presents itself. 

“I’ve always strived to be self-suffi¬

There’s also her own line of Fairtrade 
cotton T-shirts and bags, she is a former 
vice-chair of the British Fashion Council 
and has regular writing slots for The 
Times, I-D Magazine and The Guardian. 

She took a two-year break in 2009 but 
is now busier than ever. As well as The 
Face, she’s also the new Radley model. 

Erin is planning to use her experience 
to help up-and-comers on The Face. 

“To have a successful, lasting career in 
this industry you need more than just 
beauty or prettiness,” says the model, 
who rejected the idea of having a nose job. 

“A girl must have an indefinable magic, 
real character, a strong sense of self.

Care home gets go-ahead 


WORK can soon start on 
building a 62-bed care home 
in Rowley Regis. 

Sandwell Community Caring Trust 
has won support for a new home in 
Harvest Road, Rowley Regis, that will 
provide day care and assisted living for 
people aged from 18 to 65 who have 
physical and learning disabilities. 

The site will be monitored 24-hours 
a day by CCTV and will be equipped 
with the latest care equipment includ¬ 
ing bed hoists and specially designed 
furniture. Each of the rooms will come 
with its own en-suite facilities 
designed to meet strict regulations. 

The work is expected to be com¬ 
pleted in 18 months and residents from 


former council-run homes will be 
moved in soon after. 

It comes after the same trust aban¬ 
doned plans to build a second care 
home in favour of taking over a newly- 
built care home in West Bromwich. 

Bought 

The Trust had originally planned to 
embark on a five-year building scheme 
which was expected to cost £10 million 
but have instead bought a new 62-bed 
care home in Hall Green Road, Stone 
Cross. 

The trust had originally agreed to 
take over three former council care 
homes in Tipton, Great Bridge and 
Oldbury that were threatened with 
closure and promised to replace them 


with two new care homes. But under a 
new agreement approved at a meeting 
of the Strategic Resources Committee, 
two of the former sites will be returned 
to the council and residents moved to 
sites in Rowley Regis and West 
Bromwich. 

Geoff Walker, chief executive of 
Sandwell Community Caring Trust 
which cares for 700 people, said: 
“Under our original plans we were 
going to build two new state-of-the art 
homes but we have now decided to take 
over the new care home in Hall Green 
Road instead.” 

He added that the homes would 
provide 124 beds in Sandwell and 
would fall within the original budget.

Memorial restored

A MEMORIAL honouring those 
who lost their lives in the First 
World War has been rededicated 
after being restored. 

The memorial at St Giles’ Church, 
Hanover Road, Rowley Regis, has 
been worked on over the past year to 
make the inscribed names that were 
becoming unreadable legible again. 

On Saturday an event was held for 
those involved in its near £30,000 
restoration to see the end result. 

Councillor Barbara Price, Deputy 
Mayor of Sandwell Council and 
Rowley ward member, was one of 
those involved in the work. She said: 
“It’s so beautiful and I was so 


touched by the event, to see how 
nicely it has been restored. 

“We asked for some money from 
Sandwell Council to do it up,and 
that’s how we were able to restore it 
to the magnificent cenotaph that’s 
there now.” 

Partners involved in its restora¬ 
tion included the council, the 
church, Royal British Legion, St 
Michael’s School and members of 
the local community. 

Dignitaries at the ceremony 
included David Bradnock, the 
Deputy Lord Lieutenant for the 
West Midlands, and the Mayor of 
Sandwell Councillor Linda Horton. 


DEVELOPERS have been given 
more time to build a major 
housing development which has 
been delayed due to the eco¬ 
nomic climate. 

Outline planning permission was initially 
granted for the scheme to build 30 houses, 
156 apartments and 274 car parking spaces 
on land at Seven Stars Road in Oldbury 
back in 2007. 

In 2010 developers Nighthawk Ltd asked 
for the outline planning permission to be 
renewed, approved by planners at Sandwell 
Council. Now an application to extend the 
renewal even further has been granted by 
planning officers at the authority. 

Reserved 

One of the conditions at the time of grant¬ 
ing the application called for a reserved 
matters application to be made within three 
years of the permission - it would have been 
June 16. 

In a letter to the council, planning agent 
Graham Parker from Birmingham-based 
PJ Planning wrote: “The current economic 
situation means that, while there is interest 
in the site, no developer has yet come 
forward with a firm proposition to develop. 
Put simply, there are easier sites available. 
Therefore, our client is not yet in a position 
to submit a reserved matters application.” 

Oldbury ward Councillor Mahboob 
Hussain said he hoped work would start at 
the site soon. 


Motorcyclist thrown 

A MOTORCYCLIST from Tipton was killed 
after being thrown when his machine hit a 
signpost on Manor Way near Halesowen, 
Smethwick Coroners Court was told. 

The inquest heard that Nick Foster, 32, an 
HGV driver of Cotterills Road, was a rela¬ 
tively inexperienced rider, having only 
passed his test four months before the 
tragedy on June 7. Assistant Coroner Angus 
Smillie gave a conclusion of death due to 
multiple pelvis injuries as a result of a road 
traffic accident.

Councils prepare for the winter 


ALTHOUGH we may have 
enjoyed days basking in glori¬ 
ous sunshine more suited to 
the summer recently - now 
attentions are well and truly 
being focused on winter. 

Councils across the Black 
Country and Staffordshire are 
already receiving their stocks of 
grit in preparation for winter. 

Thousands of tons of salt will be 
spread across the region’s roads, with 
hundreds of miles treated to keep the 
network moving. It comes after severe 
cold weather, snow and ice hit last 
winter. 

Councillor Khurshid Ahmed, 
cabinet member for transportation at 
Dudley Council said: “Preparations 
are in hand ahead of the winter months

and grit stocks started arriving on 
Wednesday. We have a total of 4,000 
tons of salt being delivered in addition 
to 2,500 tons we already have in stock. 

“Our gritting team, based at the 
council’s Lister Road depot, will be on 
hand to work around the clock to keep 
470km of road clear during any severe 
weather. In the coming weeks and 
months we will also be stocking up our 
800 grit bins that are located across the 
borough.” 

In Sandwell, the borough council has 
7,000 tons of salt in stock and more 
than 300 miles of the road network will 
be treated each time the gritters are 
sent out. Deputy council leader, Coun¬ 
cillor Steve Eling, said: “I am told the 
long-range weather forecast is predict¬ 
ing snow in October. We are ready to go 


and our stock of grit has arrived at our 
Taylor’s Lane depot. We are confident 
that we have got enough grit in stock. ” 

Over the winter, Wolverhampton 
has a grit stock of 4,200 tons of grit. It 
currently has 3,604 tons in stock and 
deliveries will be taken throughout 
September. Council spokesman Paul 
Brown said: “Whenever stockpiles 
dwindle to 1,800 tons we reorder more 
so we always have enough in place.” 

The budget for winter maintenance, 
which includes gritting and road clear¬ 
ing, is £580,000. 

Meanwhile, Staffordshire County 
Council stockpiles 30,000 tons of salt. 
The county’s gritting network covers 
43 per cent of the 3,728 miles of high¬ 
ways. Simon Tagg, Staffordshire 
County’s cabinet support member for 
transport, said: “Winter for us starts 
‘officially’ in late October.”

HERITAGE bosses have 
praised work which has given 
a new lease of life to a historic 
Grade II listed building. 

Corngreaves Hall in Cradley Heath 
was restored and turned into flats after 
years of standing empty and being tar¬ 
geted by thieves and vandals. 

Sandwell Council awarded the 
project to developers GR8 Space after 
carrying out a tendering exercise. 

And now English Heritage has 
awarded a commendation to both 
organisations in recognition of the 
work. 

Restoration was monitored and 
approved by a council-appointed sur¬ 
veyor and planning services advised 
GR8 Space on the proposed scheme. 

Borough deputy council leader 
Councillor Steve Eling said: “I am 
proud English Heritage has recognised 
our efforts and those of GR8 Space to 
protect the borough’s heritage.” 

Corngreaves Hall was bought by the 
former Rowley Regis Council in 1950. 

The transformation of the hall cost 
in the region of £3 million with apart¬ 
ments at the development snapped up 
before work had been completed. 

The former stately home dates back 


to 1780 but had been empty for more 
than 60 years. 

The renovation plans saw nine 
apartments created, as well as homes 
in the grounds. 

As well as contributing cash towards 


the refurbishment project, Sandwell 
Council handed over 10,408 sq ft of 
land free of charge. 

Chiefs said by transferring land, the 
council would avoid future mainte¬ 
nance costs.

Legion branch ladies' group is 
celebrating 70th anniversary 


A ROYAL British Legion group formed 
by women during the dark days of the 
Second World War has celebrated its 
70th anniversary. 

The women’s section of the legion’s Short 
Heath and District Branch marked the mile¬ 
stone with a gathering attended by around 30 
members. The branch, based in Church Road, 
Short Heath, Willenhall, was set up in 1943 and 
was active in raising funds to buy the district 
headquarters next door. 

Member Sheila Bate, born the same year that 
the section was formed, says she cannot remem¬ 
ber a time when her family was not involved with 
the work of the branch. 

Kind 

As a child, the house was always host to a 
steady stream of visitors. And when her mother 
Margaret James was paralysed at the age of 35, 
the group rallied round to provide support. 

“I will always remember how kind all those 
ladies were to our family,” said Mrs Bate, of Bar¬ 
mouth Close. “My mother’s first wheelchair was 
provided by the branch, it was one of the old 
wartime fabric ones.” 


Mrs James joined the branch shortly after it 
was formed and Sheila’s grandmother and aunts 
used to attend. 

“In the early days the ladies were not allowed 
in the main legion club,” Sheila recalled. 

“They used to meet in a small room in what was 
called ‘the cottage’, but you had to be a member 
of the British Legion to go into the club. 

“They could go in if their husbands were with 
them but if they didn’t have husbands, if they 
were war widows, for example, they couldn’t go 
in, so they decided to form a women’s section.” 

Mrs Bate, 70, has been a member of the section 
since the 1960s, when she started going to the 
club with her husband John. 

“I became more involved when our son Sean 
joined the Grenadier Guards in 1987,” she added. 

The section has seen a fall in membership in 
recent years, falling from 300 a decade ago to 189 
today. But chairman and secretary Vera Rowley 
saud there is still a healthy interest in the group. 

Mrs Rowley, 81, of Mitre Close, New Invention, 
has been a member for 43 years. “I love it,” she 
said. “I was the standard bearer for 20 years. I 
think it’s great that the ladies’ section is still 
going. This is at a time when so many legions are 
in decline and closing. 


“We go on trips and have socials once a month, 
including bingo. This year we’ve been to Llan¬ 
gollen on a boat trip, which was fabulous.” 

One of the highlights of her time as standard 
bearer was taking part in a Remembrance Day 
parade at Birmingham’s National Indoor Arena. 

For the 70th anniversary celebrations, which 
were held last week, the section’s meeting room 
was decked out in red, white and blue bunting, 
while the members tucked into a buffet supper 
with old-time music in the background. 

There was a special anniversary cake to mark 
the occasion, while the night was rounded of with 
a game of bingo. 

Section president Marjorie Fletcher, now aged 
89, joined the group when she moved from Coven¬ 
try in 1968. 

“I think one of the reasons we have done well is 
we all work together very well. We raise funds 
quite a lot,and we have a big raffle at Christmas, 
she said. “The club provides donations to charity 
throughout the year.” 

The group meets on the second Monday of the 
month in the cottage at the club’s entrance, and 
a fish and chip supper is planned for later this 
month.

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Cancer charity ride 
fraudster 


A PROLIFIC conman 
who convinced 
people to sign spon¬ 
sorship forms for a 
fake charity bike ride 
has been jailed for 16 
months at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown 
Court. 

David Armson, 24, had 81 
convictions for fraud and 
deception since 2004. 

Mr Paul Reid, prosecut¬ 
ing, said the 24-year-old was 
spotted by an off-duty police 
officer on Bridgnorth Road, 
Stourbridge, on April 29, vis¬ 
iting shops asking for spon¬ 
sorship. 

The officer ‘was aware of 
his past’ and when chal¬ 
lenged Armson, of Green¬ 
wood Avenue, Rowley Regis, 
was adamant his name was 
Adam David Timmins. 

He produced a photo card 
driving licence and told the 
officer he was collecting for a 
Cancer Research bike ride 
he was going to do. Police 
sent a fingerprint scanner to 
the location to check his 
identity. 

Mr Reid said inquiries 
revealed six businesses had 


donated around £15 before 
Armson’s arrest. 

Mr Reid added: “He ini¬ 
tially said he had not col¬ 
lected any money that day 
but said he would be coming 
back to collect. 

“The sponsorship forms 
also contained fictitious 
details which the Crown 
says was to encourage more 
donations. 

Addict 

“People had donated 
money in good faith believ¬ 
ing they were giving money 
to Cancer Research.” 

Mr Reid also said the 
defendant was subject to a 
suspended 16-week prison 
sentence imposed last 
October for a similar scam. 

The court was told that 
Armson pleaded guilty at 
Dudley Magistrates Court 
on July 29 of six counts of 
making a false representa¬ 
tion to make a gain for 
himself, another charge of 
possessing or controlling an 
identity document with 
intent, and possessing an 
article for use in a fraud. 

Mr Ecky Tiwana, defend¬ 
ing, claimed there had been 
a ‘sea change’ in his client’s

ears behind his head, just like he had 
done to the Prime Minister. 

“He didn’t know I had done it at the 
time but when I looked at his Twitter 
account, I saw someone had tweeted a 
video of me doing it and he had 
responded saying he loved it. 

“Since then I have had tweets from 
people all over the world saying it was 
a great prank.” 

It is not the first time the rugby star 
has been the centre of controversy. In 
2011 he was fined £3,000 by the Rugby 
Football Union after he jumped from a 
ferry during England’s World Cup 
campaign in New Zealand.

Royal Wedding fall from 
ladder cost Paul his leg 



Paul Felton, 55, had his left leg amputated after falling off a ladder while putting up bunting for the Royal Wedding 


IT WAS a day to celebrate as 
Prince William and Kate Mid¬ 
dleton got married. And Paul 
Felton from Willenhall wanted 
to be part of it. 

The caretaker was preparing for a 
right royal knees-up by hanging 
bunting at Darlaston All Active com¬ 
munity centre. 

But then disaster struck when he fell 
from the ladder and crushed his left 
ankle, having to be rushed to Walsall 
Manor Hospital for treatment. 

Two years later, with his ankle 
failing to properly heal, he was faced 
with making the decision to have his 
lower leg amputated. 

Now he has decided to turn what 
happened into a positive by creating a 
support group to help other amputees. 

The 55-year-old said: “The Royal 
Wedding cost me my left leg. 


“I am not quite sure how I fell from 
the ladder, it is a bit of a blur,” he said. 
“I was rushed to hospital and I remem¬ 
ber the paramedic telling me not to 
worry, saying my leg was most likely 
broken and could be repaired. 

“I had to watch the Royal Wedding 
from a hospital bed. ” 

Infections 

X-rays revealed Mr Felton had suf¬ 
fered a crushed left ankle, multiple 
fractures, sprained wrist and a deep 
cut to his head. He had pins inserted 
into his ankle and his leg put in plaster. 

He underwent months of intensive 
physiotherapy but his bones were not 
healing properly and he suffered 
painful infections. Medics advised him 
that amputation was the best option. 

“I felt such a strange range of emo¬ 
tions,” he said. “I was very worried and 
concerned about how my life would 


change and I was also worried about 
the impact it would have on my family. 

“I thought there would be a support 
network that I could talk to and share 
my feelings with but there was nothing 
of that kind in the Midlands. 

“I knew there must be other people 
like me desperate to talk to someone 
else, so I decided to set something up.” 

Mr Felton has set up the West Mid¬ 
lands Amputee Support Group and is 
currently in the process of organising 
its first meeting. 

He now uses a prosthetic leg made 
for him by The Maltings Mobility 
Centre in Wolverhampton. 

“The last two years have been tough. 
Now I just want to be able to bring 
other amputees together and make 
them feel that they do not have to go 
through the trauma of amputation 
alone.”

The Chains gang return 

GRUNGE rock veterans Alice 
In Chains return with an 
excellent mainstream hard 
rock album in The Devil Put 
Dinosaurs Here. 

Singer William Du Vail, with the 
band since they reformed after Layne 
Staley’s death, has come into his own 
whilst Jerry Cantrell lays down 
impressive heavy riffs. They should 
shake Birmingham’s 02 Academy to 
its foundations on November 13. 

A decade on from their debut The 
Kings of Leon produce a patchy sixth 
album, Mechanical Bull, that ranges 
from sonically thrilling melodic rock - 
Supersoaker - to sexist sub-T.Rex 
boogie such as Rock City. 

But the good stuff outweighs the bad 
with Tennessee’s Followill clan crank¬ 
ing up the guitars on Don’t Matter and 
putting some groove into their south¬ 
ern rock on Family Tree. 

There’s more filler than killer on the 
newly shaven-headed Jessie J’s 
second album Alive, her vocal show¬ 
boating failing to cover up the lack of a 
Domino or Price Tag. Opener It’s My 
Party and the mildly dubstep-influ- 
enced Magnetic are about the best of a 
lacklustre bunch of flabbily formulaic 
songs. 

Her energetic persona and debut 
album hits should carry the day when 
she is in concert at the LG Arena on 
October 18. 

Troumaca are an influential band 
on the Birmingham scene and they live 
up to their near legendary local status 
with this cool and laid-back album, 

The Grace, a cool blend of reggae and 
dance music influences that they turn 
very much into their own sound. Sur¬ 
prisingly tropical to come out of Brum, 
it is a new second city evolution of 
reggae and recommended to anyone 
who likes bands such as Dreadzone and 
Massive Attack. They’re at Digbeth’s 
Rainbow Warehouse on October 26. 

The frenetic and quirky rising star of 
R&B Janelle Monae gets heavy¬ 
weight support on her second album of 
sprightly funk The Electric Lady. 

Her biggest influence, Prince, con¬ 
tributes on Give Em What They Want 
and soul singer Erykah Badu duets on 
Q.U.E.E.N. 



Grunge veterans Alice In Chains are no 

Melodic rockers from Norfolk, Deaf 
Havana, who have opened for Bruce 
Springsteen and Muse, have got an 
unflashy, traditional style that’s solid, 
reliable but not very exciting. New 
album Old Souls could be a grower, 
thought and the folk-tinged Kings 
Road Ghosts is a highlight, and they’ll 
have plenty of fans at their Birming¬ 
ham gig in the HMV Institute on 
October 19. 

Trent Reznor’s influential indus¬ 
trial rock outfit Nine Inch Nails 
return after five years with album 
Hesitation Marks, a collaboration 
with Alan Moulder and Atticus Ross. 
Came Back Haunted is a highlight, 
epitomising NIN’s exciting blend of 
hard rock and electronics. 

The Innocents is the name Moby 
has attached to the group of collabora¬ 
tors he has gathered around for his 
latest excursion into lush electronica 
with vintage influences for an album of 
the same name.
